At a meeting of representatives of 
six Homes and Missions at the Amer- 
ican Christian Volunteers’ Old Ladies’

During 
the discussion the house divided into 
adherents and opponents of Mr. Mc- 
Clain, almost even.

Old People’s Home, 4237 Cote Bril- 
lilant avenue St. Louls Christian 
Willing Workers, 2721 Washington 
avenue, and Branch Nine of the 
Union Mission, and the Internationa] 
Sunshine Society. 

Gen. E. H. Watkins of the Amer- 
ican Christian Volunteers opened the 
meeting. Brother Pope of the A. C. 
V. Was made chairman and read the 
resolution after a prayer and “Praise 
GOd for the Bible,” was sung to the 
air of Home Sweet Home. 

Major Stephenson's Experiences. 

Major H. Ste;henson, of the A. C. 
V. told her experiences in collecting 
for the home, saying that she had 
(traveled the streets many a night to 
Set aid for the aged, sick and the 
young. 

“I Know what it is,” she said. “to 
walk the streets with not even shaes 
On my feet to protect me from the 
wet. I wonder if those terming us 
‘Strafters,, know what it is to put 40 
Children to bed and then go out to 
Bet money to feed them. 

“I have been in the work five years 
and haven't 5 cents. The little com- 
mission we get should not be termed sal. 
ary. I’m not working for praise of 
man, nor salary, but for the will of 
God. Small homes on a small scale do 
a real charitable work. Some may not 
have the management they should 
through poverty, but their object is to 
feed and clothe the poor and needy.”’ 

Mrs. Land of the Non-Sectarian Old 
People’s Home was not sure that Mr. 
McClain should be censured by § the 
meeting. She would rather approve of 
him and his methods as being for the 
best interests of all charities. 

“Mr. McClain seems to me to be the 
best man mM the city. In the Home for 
Old People, which have established, | 
have kept 26 old persons and shall con- 
tinue to do so as long as my own money 
holds out or contributions come in. 

“IT have made this home, in which I 
do six women's work, a personal issue
